In the 
meantime he must pay a round of official 
visits to all the imperial ministers. M. 


Witte is expected to be the bearer of a 
personal message from the emperor to 
President Roosevelt.

Georgia Athletes to the Field. 

Labor famines are not peculiar to 
the south. Hardly a section of the 
union but is stricken at times with 
a dearth of help when the full blown 
erop cries for harvesting, though it 
may be said with much truth that In 
the south this scarcity of labor 
works its maximum evil from two 


causes; it is a never-absent lack, and 


it constitutes a positive deterrent on 
the development of our resources. 
For instance, out in Kansas the an- 
nual wail for wheat harvesters is 
crescendo emphasis; 
but it is only at a well-defined part 
of the year that the disadvantage of 
inadequate labor is manifest, and the 
planters out there generally manage 
to bridge over their deficiencies 
with little tangible loss. There is no 
such spectacle as staple crops rot- 
ting in the fields for the want of 
hands to gather them; a spectacle, 
unfortunately, too common in the 
south. 

One of the principal resources of 
Kansas and other western states is 
the horde of collegians and college 
athletes anxious to supplement their 
expense money during vacation time, 
and to obtain the accompanying ad- 
vantages of outdoor life by moving 
in force on the serried wheat fields. 
The farmers of the wheat belt have 
come to rely largely on this factor in 
the harvesting of their crops, though 
at times even this resource fails 
them. We then see the unique and 
somewhat humorous spectacle of the 
“marooning” of tramps, vagrants, 
even suspicious characters at the 
point of the shotgun, that they may 
assist in marketing the cereal des- 
tined to feed half the world during 
the forthcoming winter. At least, 
that is the story related by some of 
the perfervid metropolitan journals, 
and from collateral evidence we 
should judge that at the worst it is 
only slightly exaggerated. 

Unable to recruit their thin ranks 
sufficiently from the east, the aggres- 


sive jayhawker farmers have invaded 
the south. The have corralled eight 


members of the football team of Van- 
derbilt university at Nashville, and 
these husky young gentlemen will for 
the next few weeks exercise their 
brawn and clear their batting eyes 
by plucking Kansas wheat at any- 
where from $1.50 to $2.00 per day.

Sergius Witte, the Russian ex-pre- 
mier, may not come to the United 
States as the head of the peace em- 
bassy with plenary powers, but that 
does not alter the fact that he is to-. 
day, as for several years, the biggest 


moral and intellectual force in Rus- 
His latest quarrel | 


throws into strong relief his brusque) 
personality, his impatience of re- 
straint, his fearless contempt of the | 
clique which has lgeen dominating | 
Nicholas, and his unclouded vision of 
the drastid course which Russia must) 
take before the nation can hope to) 
emerge from its present. sinister) 
gloom. 
Witte’s role in Russia’s contempo- | 
raneous career is a unique one. Him- | 
affiliated with autocracy because that | 
field offered the greatest play for his| 
masterful talents of executive and| 
constructive statesmanship. He has 
not, however, neglected to keep a 
skilled hand on the pulse of the 
masses. He knows their temper 
and their probable course in a given 
emergency like no other man in the 
empire. Long ago he arrived at the 
conviction that absolutism was doom- 
ed, but out of its debris he proposed | 


to erect an ingenious, and in some re- | 


spects an original, government. It | 
was his theory that the present dy- 
nasty could perpetuate its power, but 
only by gradually and almost imper- 
ceptibly making concessions to the} 
people. 

Such a course would, he argued | 
most plausibly, create a sort of hybrid | 
government over which the Roman- 
offs would retain their hereditary sway 
but which would be ruled in almost 
equal part by representatives of the 
people. Neither the czar nor the 
grand ducal oligarchy took kindly to 
this compromise system, The former 
is known to have pretty rigid ideas 
regarding his “imperial rights,” and 
the latter sensed in Witte’s proposi- 
tion the probable ending of limitless 
graft opportunities and a shearing of 
the prerogatives which have enabled 
them for these many generations to 


maintain semi-barbaric standards of 
a repulsively selfish nature. 

The climax came when Witte op- 
posed the eczar’s Far Eastern policy 
with all the merciless logic at his 


command. Dealing with none of the 
soft blandishments or conciliations of | 
the courtier he offended Nicholas by | 
abruptly predicting the present out-| 
come of the struggle in the Far East | 
as well as the precipitation of the in- 
terna] troubles which have provoked 
the czar into the dangerous expedient | 
of a trip to Moscow in the hope of | 
mollifying the more aggressive ele-| 
ment of the constitutionalists. He) 
received humiliation and loss of po-| 
sition for his pains, and for a time it | 
was even reported that he contempla- | 
ted the extreme resort of self-expa-| 
triation in the desire to avoid wit- | 
nessing the upheaval which he could | 
do nothing to avert. | 

Now that his predictions have been 
verified and a strong hand is needed at) 
the wavering helm, Nicholas has been} 
driven to recalling the ex-premier, | 
though it is rumored that he did so! 
over the furious protests of many of! 
the ruling clique who realized what | 
the step boded to themselves. Their | 
machinations combined with the czar’s | 
natural dislike of the only man who 
has not cringingly minced words with 
him seem to have created another 
rupture which throws once more in 
doubt the question of Witte’s activity 
in the forthcoming negotiations. It 
is known that the latter will not con- 
sent to act unless he is delegated con- 
siderable discretion. He holds it not 
only beneath his dignity, but a 
waste of energy and prestige as well, 
to appear before the world as merely 
the mouthpiece of a vacillating sover- 
eign and a venal coterie of advisers. 

It will be remembered that the czar 
some time ago entrusted Witte with 
the execution of radical domestic re- 
forms. Subsequently these measures 
were so emasculated by amendment 
that Witte threw up the mission in 
disgust and in a semi-afficial inter- 
view declared that all he saw in pros- 
pect for Russia was entire political 
disintegration. He has been pro- 
nounced by competent authorities the 
only “living bridge between autocra- 
cy and constitutionalism—possibly the 
Only bridge autocracy can cross safe-| 
ly.” Whether the czar will develop | 
sufficient firmness to be guided by| 
this fact and retain Witte or whether’!

Farmers of North Carolina Favor 
Compulsory Education. 
Raleigh, N. C., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
state labor commissioner is receiving 
great numbers of replies from farmers 
to the question as. to whether they favor 
compulsory education. All the answers 
are from white farmers and nine-tenths 
of them say they would much prefer a 
compulsory system if it applied only to 
the white race, but that they do not de- 
sire it to apply to negroes, as they con- 
tend that educated negrmes in nearly all 
cases become valueless as farm laborers. 
Some of the-farmers who favor this form 
of education say they are convinced
